Upon  the 

advice  of  JOHN  SEVIER  (q.v.)  having  already  displayed 

some  oratorical  ability,  he  returned  to  Va  and  studied  Ew  . 

Thence  he  moved  to  SULLIVAN  COUNTY  TENNESSEE,  where  he  speedier 

gained  a  large  criminal  practise.  He  was  a  member  of  conventio 

that  in  1796  framed  the  constitution  for  Tennessee.  Under  the 

new  state  government  he  was  appointed  a  judge  of  its  supremo 

court  by  Governor  Sevier.  In  Augustl  1797,  he  was  elected 

to  Congress  to  fill  out  the  term  of  ANDREW  JACKSON  and  was 

reelected  for  the  next  regular  period,  although  still  under  the 

x  contittutional  age.  In  his  2nd  term  he  held  the  vote  of 

his  state  for  his  friend  Jefferson  in  preference  to  Aaron  Burr 

\  \ 
Shortly  thereafter  the  President  made  him  Governor  of  Mississippi 

Territory.  He  married  his  first  wife,  Eliza  W.  lewis  of 
Nashville  (who  died  1804),  and  reached  his  new  post  at 
Natchez  Nov  23  1801.  In  x  the  new  territory  he  had  to  intervene 
in  the  factional  quarrels  that  had  divided  the  people  under  his 
predecessor  and  was  obliged  to  organize  new  counties,  settle  land 
claims,  and  suggest  measures  for  public  health,  for  controlling 
the  negroes  and  for  public  instruction.  Most  of  his  initial 
measures  stood  the  test  of  time.  He  also  acted  as  superinten¬ 
dent  of  INDIAN  AFFAIRS  and  sought  to  maintain  peaceful  relation: 

/ 

with  the  Spaniards  to  the  southward.  The  ordinary  difficult  I  a?. 
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of  his  task  wore  greatly  increased  by  the  prospective  cession 
of  LOUISIANA  to  PRANCE  and  by  the  closing  of  New  Orleans,  in 
the  fall  of  1802,  to  American  trade  from  up  the  river.  Never¬ 
theless  his  course  as  territorial  executive  proved  satisfactory 
to  his  superiors. 

In  the  latter  part  of  1802  he  was  associated  with  Generd. 
Janes  Wilkinson  as  commissioner  to  receive  the  province  of 
Louisiana  from  the  French,  and  was  sent  to  New  Orleans  as  its 
governor.  Here  he  found  himself  in  a  far  more  difficult  position 
For  a  few  months  he  was  a  sort  of  proconsular  representative 
of  Jefferson.  He  had  no  precedents  to  guide  him,  little 
knowledge  of  the  habits,  customs  and  laws  of  the  people  over 
whom  he  was  placed  and  no  acquaintance  with  their  lan  uage. 

The  CREOLE  population  felt  resentful  at  their  unexpected 
transfer  to  American  rule,  distrusted  their  new  executive  and 
when  disappointed,  were  inclined  to  berate  and  ridicule  him 
(see  John  Quincy  Adams,  Memoirs,  Vol  1,  page  315).  Their 
discontent  was  further  increased  by  the  action  of  Congress  in 
dividing  the  territory  of  Louisiana  and  in  prohibiting  the  slave 
trade,  Claiborne  was  a  man  of  good  motives,  pleasing  appearance 
-mild  temper,  scrupulously  honest  and  diligent.  At  times  he 
seemed  irresolute  and  was  likely  to  magnify  the  difficulties 
that  confronted  himptf  His  kindly  disposition,  his  evident 
honesty  and  his  later  marriage  alliances  with  CREOLE  families, 
by  his  2nd  wife  CLARISSA  DURALDE,  and  his  third  wife  SUZETTE 
BOSQUE,  did  much  to  remove  these  intial  handicaps;  but  he 
never  escaped  bickerings  with  his  legislative  and  administrative 
associates.  In  the  early  years  of  his  administration  he  had  to 
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meet  the  puzzling  problems  caused  by  Burr*s  uncertain 
-^movements  and  the  hostile  advance  of  the  Spaniards,  in  ISOS., 
beyond  the  Sabine*  In  the  ensuing  complications  at  New  Or loam 
he  acquiesced  in  the  arbitary  course  of  Gen  Wilkinson  and 
shared  in  the  opprobrium  visited  on  that  general.  He  was 
severely  wounded  in  a  duel  with  DANIEL  CLARK  (q.v.)  in  the 
summer  of  1807.  When  Madison  determined  to  annex  West  Florida 
in  1810  CLAIBORNE  was  selected  to  take  possession  of  the 
district  of  Baton  Rouge  and  later  to  incorporate  it  with 
Louisiana,  of  viiich  state  he  had  become  governor.  On  the  eve/ 
of  the  War  of  1812,  he  found  his  measures  for  defense  of  the 
now  state  complicated  by  the  activities  of  political  refugees 
from  Mexico,  by  filibusters  who  wished  to  take  part  in  the 
revolt  there,  and  by  smugglers  and  pirates  operating  along  the 
coast.  The  people  at  large  and  the  legislators  failed  to 
respond  to  his  urgings  in  behalf  of  adequate  defense.  This 
when  invasion  actually  occurred  he  and  his  fellow  officials 
received  little  consideration  from  the  impetuous  Jackson. 

Claiborne’s  own  letters  may  have  given  the  General  an  unfai^ 

\ 

view  of  the  situation,  but  after  the  repulse  of  the  British 
he  warmly  defended  the  loyalty  of  the  state,  which  had  finally 
rallied  to  the  defense  of  New  Orleans,  and  thus  strongly 
commended  himself  to  his  fellow  citizens,  whom  Jackson  had 
flouted.  On  Jan  13  1817  he  was  elected  to  the  U.S.  Senate, 
but  died  before  he  could  take  office.  At  his  premature  death 
he  had  at  least  achieved  an  honorable  rocord  on  a  disturbed 
frontier  during  a  transitional  period  of  uncertainty  and  turmoil.

The  silence  of  your 
Excellency  on  these  points  proceeds  probably  from  a  knowledge 
that  you  have  of  the  correctness  of  my  argument*  In  my 
correspondence  with  your  excellency  I  shall  touch  no  further 
on  these  transactions  and  I  shall  promptly  lay  them  before  the 
President  of  the  U  S  who  will  know  what  measures  to  take  when  h 
realizes  the  unfriendly  conduct  toward  the  American  nation 
(to  direct  when  wrongs  are  offered  to  the  American  nation) .

William  Charles  Cole  Claiborne  was  born  in  Sussex  County 
Virginia,  in  1775,  and  was  the  second  son  of  COLONEL  WILLIAM 
CLAIBORNE  AND  MARY  (LEIGH)  CLAIBORNE.  The  Claiborne  family 
in  America  was  founded  by  William  Claiborne,  who  emigrated 
from  England  as  surveyor  of  the  plantations  of  Va  by  appointment 
of  the  London  company.  He  was  a  younger  son  of  a  distinguished 
family  of  Westmoreland  county  England,  and  arrived  at  Jamestown 
October  1621.  On  March  4,  1625,  he  was  commissioned  by  Charles 
I,  as  a  member  of  the  Council  and  Secretary  of  State  for  the 
Colony  of  Va .

During  the  American  Revolution  the  Claibornos  were  found 
fighting  for  liberty  on  the  side  of  the  Colonies.  Descended 
from  such  ancestry,  and  born  at  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution 
it  is  not  strange  that  WILLIAM  CHARLES  COLE  CLAIBORNE  was 
a  patriot.  Nathaniel  H.  Claiborne,  his  younger  brother,  who 
for  20  years  was  a  member  of  Congress  from  Va,  in  his  "Notes 
on  the  War  of  1812"  in  which  appears  an  interesting  biography 
of  Governor  Claiborne,  says  that  at  the  age  of  8  years  he 
wrote  in  his  Latin  grammar  the  motto,  "CARA  PATRIA,  Cariot 
Libertas-  ubi  est  libertas  the  est  mea  patria,  "  Dear  my 
country,  dearer  liberty,  where  liberty  is,  there  is  my 
country'1 .

of  Eldridge  Harri a ,  and  afterwards  to  William  and  Mary, 
accompanied  by  his  elder  brother  Ferdinand  Leigh.  He 
remained  at  the  latter  institution  only  a  short  time,  leaving 
on  account  of  a  disagreement  with  one  of  the  ushers.  At  the 
early  age  of  15  he  decided  that  it  was  necessary  to  support 
himself,  on  account  of  the  misfortunes  of  his  father,  who  had 
raujned  his  estate  in  the  casue  of  his  country. 

At  that  time  the  seat  of  the  National  Government  was  at 
New  York.  Young  Claiborne  proceeded  there,  and  sought  a  position 
in  the  office  of  JOHN  BBGKLEY,  clerk  to  Congress,  who  looked 
with  favor  on  the  son  of  his  native  state.  He  was  given 
employment  as  enrolling  clerk  and  made  himself  useful  In  copying 
bills  and  resolutions  for  members  of  Congress.  In  1799  he 
followed  the  C  ngress  To  Philadelphia,  on  its  removal  to  that 
city.  The  young  clerk  soon  attracted  the  notice  of  JOHN  ADAMS, 
Thomas  Jefferson  and  John  Sevier.  Mr.  Jefferson  gave  him 
access  to  his  books,  and  Sevier  advised  him  to  study  law  arc  go 
to  TENNESSEE.  At  a  very  early  age  CLAIBORNE  displayed 
decided  oratorical  ability,  and  at  the  age  of  15  deliverer:  ai 
original  valedictory  address  on  leaving  school  for  New  Y"ork. 

He  joined  the  Polemic  Society  in  Philadelphia  and  found,  at 
the  age  of  17,  that  he  could  sway  an  audience.  At  that  early 
age  he  decided  to  follow  SEVIER’S  advice,  and  resigned  his 
position  to  become  a  law  student,  going  to  Richmond  for  Chat 
purpose.  With  three  months  preparation  he  was  admitted  tc  ha  ; 
bar,  and  equipped  with  Blackstone  and  a  copy  of  the  revised 
statutes  he  went  to  SULLIVAN  COUNTY  TENNESSEE,  and  offer  s 
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OFFIC I AL_LETTER  BOOKS  in  Vcl  1.  continuod 
his  professional  services  to  the  people  of  that  aspiring 
young  territory.  Within  two  years  he  had  gained  the  distinction 
of  standing  without  a  rival  as  an  advocate  at  the  criminal  bar# 
In  the  first  constitutional  convention  of  Tennessee,  which 
met  at  Knoxville,  January  11,  1796,  CLAIBORNE  was  one  of  the 
leading  members.  At  this  time  Governor  Blount  is  reported 
to  have  said  of  him,  nHe  is,  taking  into  consideration  his  age, 
the  most  extraordinary  man  of  my  ’acquaintance.” 

On  the  formation  of  the  State  Government,  he  was  appoints 
by  Governor  John  Sevier  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  law 
and  equity.  After  a  brief  service  he  resigned  to  become  a 
candidate  for  Congress  and  was  elected  Aug  1797  to  the  5th 
Congress.  He  took  his  seat  Nov  23  1797,  During  his  first 
session  he  was  a  member  of  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee  with 
Gallatin,  Harper  ,  Baldwin  and  Bayard >  and  Chairman  of  the 
committee  on  Indian  Relations.  He  was  re-elected  to  the  5th 
Congress*  and  voted  for  Thomas  Jefferson  for  President  In 
the  Jeff erson-Burr  contest . 

President  Jefferson  appointed  Mr.  Claiborne  Governor  cf 
Mississippi  Territory  May  25,  1301,  to  succeed  Wintbrop 
Sargent,  whose  terra  had  expired.  A  short  time  boforo 
receiving  his  appointment  ho  had  beer  married  to  HLI1A 
of  Nashville,  Tennessee.  The  young  Governor  at  this  time 
was  only  26  twenty  six.  He  had  gained  the  confidence  of

The  election  jb  for  Representatives  in  July  1802,  showed  a 
reversal  of  popular  favor,  and  a  great  majority  of  the  old 
members  werejzf  defeated.  The  people  did  not  approve  of  the 
ridiculous  effort  which  had  been  made  to  impeach  Chief  Justice 
Seth  Lewis  of  the  Territorial  Supreme  court,  who  had  incurred 
the  displeasure  of  influential  members  who  were  litigants 
before  the  Court* 

One  of  the  most  important  acts  of  the  Claiborne  administration 
was  the  collection,  for  the  general  government  of  data  relative 
to  Mississippi  land  titles,  which  were  in  a  chaotic  condition 
in  the  territory*  The  report  which  he  ade  to  Secretary 
Madison  was  the  foundation  upon  which  Congress  based  future 
measures  for  the  settlement  of  local  titles. 

In  his  message  to  the  Legislature  Oct  5,  1303,  Governor 
Claiborne  on  the  subject  of  the  Lousl.e:  ann  Purchase  nays: 

”It  is  understood  that  by  the  lots  treaty  between  the  United 
States  and  the  F. rst  Consul  of  the  French  Republic,  me  which  ro 
remains  only  to  be  sanctioned  by  the  constituted  authorities  of 
our  country,  the  Island  of  Orisons  is  ceded  to  the  U  d .  and  the 
American  Empire  bounded  by  the  western  limits  of  the  xt  ch 
and  extensive  province  of  Louisiana,  an  accession  of  territory 
not  obtained  by  conquest,  not  hold  by  the  pro  card  cos  tenure 
of  corce,  but  acquired  by  honest  purcna.se ,  and  jonurod  re  us  by 
the  national  faith  of  its  former  owr.3  a--  -  -  an  accwrsLcn  of 
territory  essential  to  the  welfare  of  the  western  country,  and 
which,  by  increasing  tho  means  of  jeejpr  ccnl  benefits  ,  will 
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render  still  stronger  the  chain  which  connects  the  g great 
ikmerican  family  in  the  inestimable  union  of  interest  and 

affection  -  a  union,  which,  I  pray  God,  may  exist  coequal 
with  time 

Some  of  the  most  notable  events  of  the  Claiborne  administra¬ 
tion  were  the  establishment  of  Jefferson  College;  arrangements 
for  settling  land  titles,  the  survey  of  boundaries  of  the 
Natchez  and  Mobile  district  and  the  establishment  of  a  mi.il 
route  on  the  Natchez  Trace. 

The  Governor  received  an  express  from  Washington  Nov  9, 

1803,  notifying  him  of  his  appointment  by  Ppesident  Jefferson 
as  a  Commissioner,  associated  with  General  James  Wiloinson, 
to  receive  from  Prance  the  Louisiana  Purchase,  and  to  succeed 
the  Spanish  Governor  until  a  government  for  the  new  territory 
should  be  established.  He  left  Natchez  in  December  with 
about  200  Mississippi  militia  as  a  military  escort.  The  two 
Commissioners  met  at  Port  Adams  and  arrived  within  two  miles 
of  New  Orleans,  where  they  encamped  December  IT,  1803.  Three 
days  rfter  Louisiana  was  transferred  by  feausa  Laussat ,  the 
representative  of  the  French  Republic,  to  the  &e  rican  Commiss¬ 
ioners,  and  Claiborne  at  once  assumed  the  government  of  the 
new  possession.  On  Sept  26  1804,  he  lost  his  wife  and  infant 
child.  After  the  death  of  his  first  wife  he  married 

CLARISSA  DURALDE,  a  FRENCH  lady,  and  on  her 

death  married  a 

MISS  BOSQUE,  a  lady  of  Spanish  descent. 


who  survived  him. 
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During  the  absence  of  Governor  Claiborne  from  the  Mississippi 
territiroy  the  duties  of  the  executive  office  devolved  upon 
Secretary  Cato  West. 

Claiborne  continued  to  exercise  the  duties  of  Provisional 
Governor  until  Oct  2  1804,  when  he  was  appointed  governor  of 
the  Territory  of  Orleans.  He  continued  to  serve  until  the 
admission  of  that  Territory  k  to  the  Union  in  1812.,  when  he 
was  elected  Governor  of  the  new  state  .  After  serving  two  terms 
he  was  elected  to  the  United  States  Senate  from  Louisiana, 

January  13,  1817.  He  did  not  live  to  take  his  seat  in  the  Senate. 
He  died  November  3,  1817  (1817),  and  is  buried  in  beautiful 

Metarie  Cemetery,  New  Orleans.  Governor  Claiborne  died  when 
he  was  on  the  threshold  of  a  great  national  career  at  the 
age  of  42.  For  17  years  ho  had  been  one  of  the  most  te  potent 
figures  in  what  was  then  the  groat  Southwest.
